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TV Survey Raw Results Show 38% Return 


The standing - room - only 
crowd at the City Council 
meeting Tuesday evening lis¬ 
tened to the raw results of 
the Cable TV Community 
Survey, then Robert Staggs 
stepped to the microphone 
and said, “We’re experien¬ 
cing problems with the phone 
company. This is a lot more 
serious than watching TV. 
Let’s put out a poll about 
telephone service.’’ 

In a clapping mood, the 
audience satisfied him with 


affirmative agreement. 

But when they heard about 
the TV survey results they 
asked for immediate resolu¬ 
tion which the council could 
not give them because Arn¬ 
old Steinberg, the profes¬ 
sional pollster who is ana¬ 
lyzing the data, feels he needs 
a little more time with three 
of the question results. 

The Council was delighted 
with the percentage of results. 
Questionnaires were sent to 
everyone in the city, to 4952 


homes even though there are 
roughly 3500 TV cable sub¬ 
scribers. Counting and re¬ 
porting the retumst an ardu¬ 
ous job in itself, showed a 
387s return in a one-week 
period, an admirable num¬ 
ber in any survey, according 
to council representatives. 

What did the survey re¬ 
veal? Although Mayor Elaine 
Rudolph cautioned the coun¬ 
cil members that these were 
only “raw results,” the sur¬ 
vey showed that 697o of those 


questioned have their new 
converter, a much-discussed 
necessity, according to Tele¬ 
prompter. Without it, there 
is no reception. 

In another question, 40^ 
of those questioned had to 
wait more than 48 hours 
to get a response for service 
from the TV company. 

A remarkable number — 
767o — knew that the City 
Council has pending a deci¬ 
sion to complete revocation 
of the present cable fran¬ 


chise or plans to replace the 
franchise with a tougher one 
to be negotiated. 

On question No. 13, there 
was an interesting waffling 
of answers, council members 
believed, since 33.77o felt 
there should be no change 
in the franchise but work was 
needed to improve service. 

However, 32.57o felt that 
the revocation process should 
be completed and litigation 
should be conducted. They 
believe a new ordinance 


should be adopted covering 
cable TV companies. They 
also voted to adopt the new 
franchise agreement (pro¬ 
posed for 15 years) and work 
to improve service. 

With the council taking 
so much flak about the com¬ 
pany’s having inadequate re¬ 
mote control capabilities a 
whopping 577o do not even 
have remote control 

Question No. 21 had an¬ 
other interesting outcome. It 
reads, “Taking everything 


into account, when you con¬ 
sider the picture quality, the 
outages, the repair service, 
relations with the public and 
the eventual additional pro¬ 
gramming you may or may 
not subscribe to; how would 
you rate Teleprompter’s over¬ 
all service? 

Three percent said “Excel¬ 
lent”; 167o said “very good.” 
Thirty-six percent said “Fair¬ 
ly good” and 227o said 
“poor.” Thirteen percent said 
Very poor” and 37o would 


not venture an answer. 

That revealed that 617o 
believed Teleprompter’s 
overall service was “above 
good,” according to City 
Administrator Jim McRea, 
who had drawn up the per¬ 
centages. 

The mayor suggested the 
group meet Monday evening 
for final anaylsis. 

The crowd was not that 
pleased with the lack of im¬ 
mediate council action, how- 
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Crime BoardTo Design Questionnaire 


The newly-appointed Crime 
Prevention Board rolled with 
ideas at last Thursday’s meet¬ 
ing but probably the most 
valid idea came from Dr. Ro¬ 
bert Vander Zaag who sug¬ 
gested forming a self-test on 
how likely homes are to bur¬ 
glarize. 

He said, “We could be a 


clearing house for everyone 
who needs such a question¬ 
naire . . . We need to make 
getting these things (ques¬ 
tionnaires) as easy as falling 
off a log.” 

He added, “most people 
put in alarms after they have 
been burglarized.” 

Between now and the next 


meeting. Mar. 25, other mem¬ 
bers of the board will peruse 
a test already formulated by 
the local police and assist 
Vander Zaag in updating it 
for the most affirmative ap¬ 
proach. 

Police Chief Bill Betu went 
a step further when he sug¬ 
gested a check list for offi¬ 


cers to take with them when 
they take a report on a bur¬ 
glary. 

David May is chairman of 
the board and the police 
chief serves as technical ad¬ 
visor to the group first or¬ 
ganized by Mayor Elaine Ru¬ 
dolph. 

At Thursday’s meeting the 



group heard Betts explain that 
Sierra Madre’s crime rate is 
1/3 that of Pasadena’s, Vi 
that of Arcadia’s. 

People in the city were not 
cognizant of the number of 
crimes within Sierra Madre 
until each week’s police report 
was published, he said. 

“The Neighborhood Watch 
program is easy to get 

going but keeping it thiiving 
is something else again,” he 
explained. The difficulty is be¬ 
cause of lack of personnel, 
he said. 

Tile mayor said, “We would 
like to train our own peof^e 
in the Neighborhood Watch 
[X'ogram to take the brunt off 
the local police, setting up vol- 
ipte$rg who would follow 
through.”

Lenten season begins

The Lenten season of 1982 has arrived. 
Lent Is a season of preparation for the coming 
of Easter. It Is the Christian adaptation of 
springtime awakenings that are observed In 
most cultures. 

Lent begins on Ash Wednesday and In¬ 
cludes the 40 days before Easter, excluding 
Sundays. 

Because Easter carries such profound 
religious significance to the Christian church, 

It was felt by leaders In the Christian church 
many years ago that the faithful should pre¬ 
pare for that day by spending a significant 
amount of time In self examination, discipline, 
repentance, and renewal. 

Regardless of what Lent has become with 
the passing of years, I find It extremely signifi¬ 
cant that there was a time when many people 
spent more than 40 days Just preparing them¬ 
selves for the coming of Easter.

What statment does 
Easter Sunday make that calls more people 
out to church than any other single day of the 
year?

On Easter Sunday, Almighty God made 
the grandest theological statement ever made. 
When He raised Jesus Christ from the grave. 

He put His divine seal of approval on His 
own wonderful plan for man’s salvation. 

The resurrection of Jesus Christ from the 
grave stated loudly and clearly that a Holy God 
could now erase the sin and guilt of unholy 
men without sacrificing his own holiness or 
violating his own moral absolutes to do so. 

In other words, God provided a wonder¬ 
ful and eternal salvation for each individual 
who would confess Jesus Christ as Savior and 
Lord of his life.

WETCLEANING 


By Joe Delgatto 

In exceptional cases, the 
best thing a drycleaner can 
do for your clothes is to 
wash them. He calls it “wet- 
cleaning,” though, and it 
is not the same as home 
machine washing. 

Your drycleaner knows 
that some stains are best 

removed with water, and some by chemical solvents. 
If a garment you bring in contains large, or many, 
water-soluable stains — ink, blood or perspiration, 
for example — washing is the best way to get them 
out. White garments that need bleaching must be 
wet-cleaned. 

A garment heavily soiled when wet can best be 
restored by wetcleaning, because washing will swell 
the fibers; solvents won’t. When fibers swell, as 
they did when wet, they release the dirt that became 
embedded in the fabric as it dried. 

In wetcleaning, a garment is soaked and brushed 
(never agitated) in a container of water and a mild 
detergent. The most important thing about the pro¬ 
cess is that it is adjusted for each fabric: temperature 
of the water, length of time soaking, type of bru.sh.

Congregational Church Survives, Is Alive and Well 


(This is the first in a series 
of Sierra Madre church his¬ 
tory researched and written 
voluntarily by Midge Mor- 
ash, talented local author. 
Ed.) 

by Midge Morash 

Only a memory sketch re¬ 
mains in Sierra Madre of the 
tiny one-room schoolhouse 
under the oaks on a dusty 
dirt road at the approximate 
location of Hermosa and 
Orange Grove Avenues. 

It was built in 1882 by N. 
C. Carter, and apart from 
being the first school build¬ 
ing in Sierra Madre, it was 
the true spawning ground 
for the Protestant churches 
of our town. 

In an early spirit of co¬ 
operation, people of many 
Protestant denominations 
banded together to organize 
a Sunday School less than six 
months after the establish¬ 
ment of the community of 
Sierra Madre. Baptists, Epis¬ 
copalians, Presbyterians, 

Friends, Methodists and Con- 
gregationalists met together 
at the school house, and when 
they requested .sermons as 
well as Sunday School classes, 
ministers of these denomina¬ 
tions obliged whenever pos¬ 
sible. 

A portable organ arrived by 
wagon each Sunday, and the 
minister was required to 
preach a sermon “in the 
round” from the center of a 
room where the benches ex¬ 
tended along the walls. It is 
understandable that as soon 
as the new and larger school 
house at Central (now Sierra 
■Madre Blvd.) and Baldwin 
was available, the worship¬ 
pers moved there for their 
services. 

On March 27, 1886, just 
six months after the Episco¬ 
palians had left the group to 
establish their own church on 
North Baldwin, the remain¬ 
ing congregation organized 


Eiuring the following years, 
the young church struggled 
to survive and the coming of 
the Pacific Electric Railroad 
in 1906, and subsequent 
growth of population in Sier¬ 
ra Madre gave it a needed 
boost. At this time. Dr. James 
Campbell, as pastor, brought 
renewed strength and unity to 
the church. 

But leadership and ideas 
change and as the tiny school 
house was the birthplace of the 
Protestant churches of Sierra 
Madre, so was the young Con¬ 
gregational Church the parent 
to Behtany Church of this city.

as the First Congregational 
Church of Sierra Madre. Al¬ 
though under Congregational 
rules, the membership was 
fairly well divided among 
Presbyterians, Baptists, Meth¬ 
odists and Congregationalists 
and was therefore in reality a 
Union Church. 

It was with a considerable 
sense of physical relief that 
the little band of worshippers 
made another move, this 
time from the confining space 
of children's desks to adult 
seating in the new Town Hall 
which was completed in June 
1887. The Town Hall stood 
on the northeast corner of 
Baldwin and Central where 
the Union 76 station is now 
located. 

Only one more move now, 
before the second church to 
be established in Sierra Madre 
was to have a home of its 
own. 

Up the street the mem¬ 
bers trekked from the Town 
Hall to the Public Library in 
January of 1889, but with in¬ 
creased membership and the 
continuing inconvenience of 
borrowed facilities, it was 
determined that the time had 
come to seek a permanent 
home.

The secret to a Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch program is to get 
everyone involved, Betts ad¬ 
vised. Each family should let 
key people know when they 
are planning to be gone even 
though most of the recent bur¬ 
glaries are performed during 
the day. 

Betts said burglars’ hours 
are usually from 9:30 to 3:30 
and “sometimes they have 
lunch on the job. That’s the 
way they’re operating right 
now.” 

He said there are two 
groups that are now burg¬ 
larizing Sierra Madre: “The 
local youth and the RTD 
riders who simply ride until 
they find a good neighbor¬ 


hood to burglarize.” 

The group responded with

This class provides basic 
training in prevention and 
care of heart attacks, as well 
as proper procedures in 
emergency situations. 

Multi-Media Standard First 
Aid is an eight-hour course 
that teaches emergency care 
for most medical emergen¬ 
cies. This includes artificial 
respiration, foreign body ob¬ 
struction in the airway, bleed¬ 


ing, poisoning, shock, frac¬ 
tures, burns, bandaging tech¬ 
niques, and other areas of 
first aid.
